Official urges 
earthquake 
preparedness

Southern Californians are 
acutely aware of earthquakes but 
now it’s time to prepare for the 
“big one,” said the state’s 
Emergency Services Coordinator 
Mike Guerin. 

Last October’s Whittier- 
Narrows earthquake was a-sharp 
joiting reminder that Southern 
California is a maze of temblor- 
producing fault lines. 

Speaking at a San Bernardino 
news conference to kick off 
Earthquake Preparedness 


rotting garbage each minute. 


Month, Guerin said it’s time to 
take the “quantum leap” from 
awareness to preparedness. 

“The first key lesson in the 
Whittier quake was personal 
preparedness,” he said. 
“Families and workplaces that 
were prepared seemed to do 
best.” 

Storing food, water and 
clothing and strapping down 
water heaters and bookshelves 
are among the ways people can 
prepare themselves fora 
damaging temblor.

City, developer skeptical 
methane burner works

The county began the full- 
time operation of its $800,000 
methane burner at Milliken 
Landfill last week but Ontario 
and a neighboring developer are 
waiting for proof that it works. 

More than a mile of white 
pipes circie the 196-acre 
landfill, digging down at 49 
points to trap the gas from 
rotting garbage and sending it 
to a 24-foot-tall blue burner off 
Milliken Avenue where it is 
consumed by flames. burning at 
1,400 degrees. 

The county went ahead with 
the controversial system 
against Ontario’s wishes 
because it decided the anti- 
migration system was not an 
expansion of the landfill, county 
counsel Ed Robinson said. 

However, the county applied 
for permission to expand the 
Milliken site 30 acres to the 
west this week, project 
coordinator Sam Hubert said. 


If it is in the Ontario 
Council’s power to stop the 
expansion — it will, Mayor 
Howard Snider said. Although 
the council was already on 
record unanimously opposing 
landfill growth ‘higher or wider 
or longer or anything else,” 
Snider said the county’s refusal 
to cooperate on the methane 
burner did not heip. 

“t don’t care what the law 
says, it’s only good public 
relations between counties and 
cities that they make a 
congenial effort to comply,” he 
said. ‘They have not created a 
favorable climate. 

The county first learned of 
the methane ieaks four years 
ago when developer David Ariss 
discovered illegal amounts 
escaping onto his property to 
the north. Ariss, who filed a 
lawsuit against San Bernardino 


County after spending an 


estimated $100,000 on testing, 
has said he will drop legal 
action once there is proof the 


gas is limited to the legal five 
percent. 

It will be 30 to 60 days before 
the methane will be under 
control, Hubert said. 

As far as Ontario is 
concerned, the city will wait for 
word from the South Coast Air 
Quality Management District 
and the Santa Ana Regional 
Water Quality Control Board 
before it is satisfied with the 
flare unit’s safety, associate 
planner Don Hazen said. 

Until then, no development 
can proceed near the landfill, he 
said. 

“Qur policy has always been 
to test for methane migration 
before any development plans 
are allowed through the city,” 
Hazen said, adding that no 
plans have been sent in during 
the gas system's construction. 

A portion of Ariss’ 1,855-acre 
California Commerce Center 
has been held up because of 
the gas leaks.

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Route 30 freeway 
needed more than ever

Need for the Foothill (30) 
Freeway is being underscored by 
growing realization the West 
Valley’s current traffic network 
won’t support it’s growth. 

“The area doesn’t have the 
freeways to support an 
urbanized area,” Bill Edmonds, 
manager of the California 
Department of Transportation 
District 8, told members of the 
Route 30 Corridor Group last 
week. 

Los Angeles and Orange 
counties have 40 percent more 
miles of freeway than this 
region, ‘and we’re approaching 
their (development) density,” he 
said. 

A basic guideline is the 
number of cars crossing the San 
Bernardino-Los Angeles County 
- fine along the San Bernardino 
(10) Freeway, he said. in 1982 the 
number was 140,000 a year. By 
1987 it had swelled to 205,000. 

“That's 65,000 (cars) in five 
years. And that’s when the 
growth wasn’t at its peak. Now 
it’s at peak,’’ Edmonds said. 

. And there’s every reason to 
believe there will be another 
65,000 cars merging into traffic 
lanes by 1992, a doubling of 
traffic over a decade, he added. 

“It’s (the growth rate) 
unprecedented. In 32 years in 
this outfit, | can’t remember ever 
seeing anything move this fast,” 
Edmonds said. 

The gloomy outlook correlates 
well with the latest projections 
for anticipated congestion of the

Foothill Freeway corridor 
stretching from La Verne, 
through.Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga and then onward to 
San Bernardino, said Donald 
Capelle, of Parsons, 
Brinckerhoff, Quade & Douglas 
Inc. The consulting firm is 
examining projected traffic 
effects if the Foothill corridor is 
built as a six-lane freeway, a 
combination freeway and 
expressway or not at all. 

“4f we don’t do anything, 
we’ve got real problems. If we do 
arterials, we’ve got real 
problems. And if we do arterials 
and freeway, we’ve got real 
problems,” he said. 

The “best case”’ traffic 
volume-capacity ratio 
projections show that without 
the freeway, traffic in the year 
2010 at every north-south 
intersection along the proposed 
route — including Mountain, 
Euclid, Archibald, Haven, 
Etiwanda, Citrus and Sierra 
Avenues in the West Valley — 
would have service levels 
considered unacceptable. 

Building the freeway still 
would result in relatively poor 
traffic conditions by 2010, but 
cross-valley travel time would 
improve 42 percent and the 
projected accident rate along the 















corridor would drop from well 
above to below the state 
average. 

And because a freeway would 
attract more traffic, it would 
ease congestion on city streets 


paralleling its path, Capelle said. 


The combination proposal — 
freeway from La Verne to the 
Devore (15) Freeway, then six- 
lane expressway the rest of the 
way to San Bernardino — would 
ease West Valley woes but 
would result in higher accident 
rates and traffic jams from 
Fontana to San Bernardino, 
Capelle said. 

Capelle said the Foothill 
Freeway game plan targets it at 
80 percent capacity so that ‘the 
day it opens it won’t be overly 
congested — hopefully.” 


Edmonds said the Caltrans 
studies forecast “‘overload”’ 
conditions along the Devore 
Freeway, a route that now is 
considered relatively congestion 
free. ‘‘And that’s even if 30 is 
developed.” 


The Caltrans official said the 
projections are prompting many 
traffic planners following the 
proposed Foothill Freeway to 
wonder “are we designing 
something that’s obsolete 
already?”

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Nursing shortage 


felt at hospitals

Area hospitals are turning 
away some patients for 
treatment because a nursing 
shortage has reduced the 
number of beds available for 
care. 

Charles Jervis, administrator 
of San Bernardino County 
Medical Center, said 24 beds 
were ordered closed for a week 
at the height of the nursing 
shortage earlier this year. 

Last Saturday, two severely 
burned Pomona teen-agers could 
not be admitted to the medical 
center’s nine-bed burn ward 
because the hospital had 
adequate staff for only six of the 
beds. 

“We had just received four 
burn patients just prior to that 
call, one of whom was sent 
home. We kept three,” he said. 
“At that point, that exhausted 
the stretch we had on our 
nursing staff for that shift.” 

The county medical center — 
like other hospitals — won’t take 
in the ill or injured if there aren’t 
enough nurses to care for the 
patients, he said. 

“Once the patient census 
equals available resources, we 
stop admitting,” Jervis said. 
“We've had in the last month 
certain times when we have not 
had all of our beds open because 
of staff.” 


The bed closures are a result 
of acontinuing shortage of 
nurses, aggravated locally by a 
burgeoning population growth, 
say hospital officials. 


Susan Garrison, administrator 
of Fontana’s Kaiser Foundation 
Hospital, said up to four beds at 
a time of the medical center’s 
24-bed intensive care unit have 
been closed this year. 


Kaiser has had an average of 
20 episodes since January in 
which beds were unavailable for 
use because there weren’t 


enough nurses to provide patient 


care, Garrison said. 

Shutdowns of ICU beds 
reduces the pool of beds in the 
entire county, creating 
situations where ambulances 
would have to divert patients to 
hospitals further away to be 
admitted. 

“The most serious and scary 
part is the ICU issue,” she said. 
“One, we have a shortage of ICU 
nurses and then there aren’t 
enough ICU beds. Nobody’s 
adding to the supply of beds, 
which I think is a community- 
wide issue. The population is 
growing too much out here.” 

Marilyn Klakovich, associate 
director of nursing for San 
Antonio Community Hospital, 
said the nursing shortage also 
has strained the staff but beds 
have remained open. 

“We haven’t gotten to the 
point of closing beds but we’re 
using an in-house registry from 
our own nursing staff and we’ve 
also used some outside registry 
nurses to staff those areas,” she 
said. 

Particularly in demand at the 
Upland hospital are specialty 
nurses in the emergency room 
and critical care areas and full- 
time vacancies exist across-the- 
board, she said. 

Mary Jane Tilson, nursing 
director at both Ontario 
Community Hospital and 
Doctors’ Hospital of Montclair, 
also said vacancies exist. 

“But we haven’t had enough 
vacancies that we’ve had to 
close any of our units at the two 
hospitals at the present time,” 
she said. 
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Although methane is not 
dangerous in itself, an 
underground accumulation 
between 5 and 15 percent is 
potentially explosive, Hubert 
said. When the air samples show 
more than 15 percent of the gas 
there is too little oxygen to burn, 
he said. 

Fifty-one detection wells 
downhill from the dump monitor 
the level of gas, he said. 

The city also considered a 
lawsuit over the landfill flare at 
one time when the county 
decided to go ahead with the 
project without city permits. 

Among other requirements, 
the county would have had to set 
back the huge furnace burning 
up to 1,000 cubic feet a minute 
45 feet from Milliken Avenue. 
The last plans sent to the city a 
year ago show a 16-foot setback, 
although Hubert is not sure 
exactly how far from the road it

actually is. 


There are no collection or 
monitoring wells on the landfill’s 
western side because the county 
hopes to expand in that 
direction, he added. 


The system was funded by 
Pacific Energy, formerly Pacific 
Light and Energy, which 
originally intended to build a 
power plant at the site, 
spokesman Tony Henrich said. 


The county will pay Pacific 
Energy back from the royalties it 
receives from the power plant, 
he said. If that plant is never 
constructed it will have to write 
out a check, he said. 


The company has since 
decided the pliant was not 
feasible and sold its rights to the 
San Diego-based Solar Turbines, 
a subsidiary of Caterpillar Inc., 
he’ said.’

Some money may need to be 
spent in preparing even modern 
homes for an earthquake’s 
damage but Guerin said it’s 
“chicken feed” compared to 
replacing the home. 

County Supervisor Barbara 
Cram Riordan, a member of the 
state’s Seismic Safety 
Commission, said attempts now 
are being made to identify 
homes most susceptible to 
earthquake damage. 

“This is a thorny public policy 
issue but we can’t sugarcoat it,” 
said Guerin. “Unreinforced 
masonry buildings will kill 
people.” 

Uptown Whittier bore the 
brunt of the October 
earthquake’s damage and most 
buildings that crumbled were of 
unreinforced masonry built in 
the early 1900s. 

Riordan said that many of the 
county’s older cities — 
including some West Valley 
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Light & Fit 
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communities — resemble 
uptown Whittier before the 


quake. 


Redlands Mayor Carole 
Bestwick, chairwoman of the

contractors and community 
planners aware of where they’re 
building, what they’re building, 
what materials they’re using.” 
During the conference, Dean 
Cromwell, executive officer of 
the state Board of Forestry, 
called wildland fire the “most 
common disaster” in California. 

He compared death and 
destruction statistics for fires to 
figures for earthquakes: 

@ Since 1970, earthquakes 
have killed 69 people in 
California, and wildland fires 
have killed 43. 

@ Earthquakes have caused 
$973 million in property damage, 
and wildland fires have damaged 
$683 million worth of property. 

Yet most community disaster 
plans do not outline plans for 
controling wildland fires, said 
Bob Irwin, who did a study of 14 
counties’ general plans. 


Irwin, a Forest Service retiree 
who heads the planning 
commission for Tuolumne 
County, said planning officials 
have a “‘fatalistic hopelessness”’ 
about wildland fires. 

This attitude hampers the 
solution speakers offered at the 
conference. Irwin, Cromwell and 
others echoed the need for local 
governments to better screen 
applications for new 
developments by considering 
scenarios of fires in the areas. 

A good fire plan for cul-de- 
sacs, for example, is to build the 
circle large enough to 
accommodate a helicopter to 
bring in firefighting supplies, 
Irwin said. 

“The fire service can no longer 
take care of this problem on 
their own. They need help, 
particularly from local : 
government,” said Dick Ernest,

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Lid may be clamped on ‘Party Point’

The party may soon be over for 
Rancho Cucamonga’s 
troublesome ‘‘Party Point” in the 
foothills above the city. 


The Cucamonga Canyon site 
could be closed to the young 
nighttime revelers who have 
established the point as one of 
the area’s most popular lovers’ 
janes and teen-age drinking 
spots. 


City officials working with U.S. 
Forest Service rangefs are 
considering a variety of 
measures which could render 
the point inaccessible at least 
from dusk to dawn. 


However, the decision to close 
completely or partially the road 
which enters the National Forest 
at Cucamonga Creek north of 
Almond Street is not expected to 
be made immediately. 


The road winds through city, 


county and national forest land. 


Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council members and officials 
have sought for some time to 
close off the canyon due to the 
risks resulting from the 
combination of minors, alcohol 
and steep cliffs. 


Sheriff's department officials 
have asked for a curfew 
ordinance which they could 
enforce in the canyon. 


One alternative proposed by 
Cajon District Ranger Elliott 
Graham would result in the 
blocking off of wide spots in the 
road which are used for parking 


at night. Sheriff's deputies coulc - 


then cite anyone who is parked 
on the road itself, leaving the 
only legal parking area up toa 
half-mile distant. 


Stiff penalties need to be 
handed out for people who 
continue to utilize the area as a 
gathering spot, Graham said. 


Agency hopes to 
boost recycling

The Solid Waste Advisory 
Council will ask county 
supervisors to thaw a hiring 
freeze threatening to chill 
recycling efforts. 

The Council’s Recycling 
Committee urged an effort be 
made to hire three permanent 
staff members and a part-time 
intern to work exclusively on 
recycling projects. 

Those positions are already in 
the 1987-88 budget, but stymied 
by a countywide hiring freeze, _ 
said Max Buchanan, acting 
director of solid waste. 

The freeze was initiated in 
February by Harry Mays, county 
administrative officer, to avoid a 
projected $2.6 million budget 
shortfall by July. 

A recycling report published 
by the county Environmental 
Public Works Agency, and 
regarded as the county’s 
“recycling manual” calls for 
establishment of a recycling 
staff, according to Buchanan. 

“For the Recycling Committee 
to be effective ... and come up 
with something meaningful, the 
county should designate at least 
a minimum of people,” said 
committee Chairman Howard 
Snider. ‘Right now, it’s 
somewhat fragmented. We have 
to have a staff to implement 
research.” 


If granted by supervisors, the 
request would create “a very 
skeleton staff ... just to begin 
implementing” the recycling 
report’s goals, Buchanan said. 

A full-scale recycling division 

ould eventually need a staff of 


up to 10 workers, he said. 

“We don’t have a single 
person today whose sole 
concern is recycling,” he said. 
Work on recycling projects is 
simply farmed out to whatever 
solid waste engineer happens to 
be available, he said. 

Aside from researching and 
carrying out various recycling 
projects, a specialized staff 
would be responsible for 
generating pubic involvement 
through education programs 
aimed at civic groups and school 
students. 

“Any plan we Start off today, 
we have to have public 
involvement” or it’s doomed to 
failure, Buchanan said. 


“We're going to have to have a 


real strong ... education plank in 
our platform,” Snider agreed. 


Al Simonian, representing 
Western Waste Industries, said 
extensive planning is needed to 
keep recycling programs in the 
black. He recalled a Redondo 
Beach project his firm was 
connected with for 4% years. 


“We lost money each and 
every month. We spent 
countless dollars on public 
involvement,” Simonian said. 


County support and regional 
coordination will be needed to 
help keep cities from failure 
when embarking on individual 
programs, he said. 

Recycling Committee 
meetings seem futile if there’s 
no staff to help implement the 
decisions, Snider said. 

“4f we’re going to put our time 
in, | don’t want to waste our 
time,” said Snider. 


“We need something more 
than just kicking them out. It 
needs to cost them. That’s the 
only deterrent that’s going to 
work,”’ Graham said. 

it is important to the forest 
service, Graham added, that the 
enforcement of any curfew at the 
point be the responsibility of the 
city and sheriff's department. 

Graham said the service 
cannot commit any additional 
manpower to enforce laws which 
are not under their auspices. 


He said previous attempts to 
block off the canyon have been 
met with no success. A metal 
gate blocking the small dirt road 
was opened with a blow torch. A 
second gate designed to be 
impervious to the torch was 
ripped out, cement foundation 
and all, and unceremoniously 


dumped over the canyon’s edge. 


Even if the new measures are 
successful, Graham said the 
people who drink in the canyon 
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may just find another spot in the 
foothills for their parties. 


Rancho Cucamonga Assistant 
City Manager Bob Rizzo said the 
enforcement of a curfew or 
blockage of the canyon would be 
the duty of the Rancho : 
Cucamonga’s sheriff’s station. 


The sheriff would be specially 
authorized to enforce the codes 
within the national forest — 
boundaries. .
